Thanks Are In Order 


(An Editorial in the Palm Beach Post, July 17, 1952) 


Palm Beach County Commission is to be congratulated 
for an efficient, economical operation during the past fis- 
cal year, and for again slightly lowering the tax rate while 
at the same time increasing its budget for the new fiscal 
year 

‘` Had it not been for efficient operation, through econo- 
my, last year, there would have been 'no carry-over of cash 
to this fiscal year, and with resultant greater costs of needs 
and other services this year, the tax rate might have had 
to he jumped, instead of cut. 

As it stands, however, with a budget of $3,096,529 this 
year, which is an increase of $313,529 over last year, the 
Commissioners, because of a carry-over and expectations 
of larger colleetions throdgh increased valuations and as- 
sments have reduced the operation millage by 1-100th 

mill. it’s not much, but it IS a cut instead of a raise! 

This type of county operation, we believe, is what the 
already over-burdened taxpayer is looking for in govern- 
ment today. He is looking for it, strenuously if hopelessly, 
because all types of taxation have been rising instead of 
falling for the past two years. For Palm Beach County, 
however, thisNs the second small tax reduction in a row, 
a 3-100ths of a mill being instituted for last year’s budget. 

Few will deny the Commission’s point that costs for 
materials and services have risen steadily in the past two 
ye . Therefore, the Commission’s estimate of more for 
county operation during the next fiscal year is not unreas- 
onable. j 

But one thing should be kept in mind while evaluating 
the situation. 

That is the fact that it is only. because of the 
GROWTH of property, and therefore an increased property 
ASSESSMENT in the county that such an increase in op- 
erating expense can be reconciled with another tax reduc- 
tion. That, and the fact that the Commission has ‘econ- 

| omjzed during the past year to the extent that some cash 

has been carried over for use this year. 

It all speaks well for the governmental group of Palm 
Beach County, and we here are only too happy to give the 
Commission the word of praise for efficient work that 
comes seldom to men who spend the public’s tax money. 

Heavy taxation appears to be with us for a long time. It 
is.a bright gleam on the tax horizon, therefore, when even 
a small cut in levies are noted.

Will Be First 


In Deep South 


SOON To BE COMPLETED near Jacksonville, Fla, the*big Mayport 
Carrier Basin will be the only harbor facility between Norfolk and San 
Diego- large enough to accommodate the Navy's big, aircraft carriers.

Florida is nearing completion at 
the Navy's mew Mayport Carrier 
Basin near Jacksonville. 

Literally a curtain of steel to sep- 
@rate land from water, the wall 
reaches down from 38 to 53 feet 
below water level and extends for 
more than a mile araund the air- 
craft carrier-port being built near 
the mouth of the St. Johns River. 

Nearly eight and-a half’ million 
pounds of steel sheet piling, rolled 
on the mills of United States Steel 
and supplied through its Tennessee 
Coal and Iron Division, at Birming- | 
ham, Ala., have been driven down 
into the sandy bottom of the harbor 
to make a sheltered harbor of suf- 
ficient size-to perth America's larg- 
est carriers. 

To be ready for operation very} 
soon, the basin will be the only 
‘port’ between Norfolk and San 
Diego of sufficient size and depth 
to ‘permit the entfy of the Navy's 
largest vessels, Construction, work, 
was begun approximately: a year 
ago. 

First developed ` during World 

War II, the Mayport facility is an 
auxiliary unit of the big Jackson- 
ville Naval Air Station, 20 miles 
away. During the last war. it served 
as a small boat section base, into 
which mine sweepers and other 
smaller naval. craft were brought 
for docking and repairs. It was also 
equipped with housing facilities for 
Naval personnel assigned to land 
duty, and contained several. run- 
ways for Navy aircraft. Since 1946, 
it had been out of service and had 
been manned only by q small main- 
tenance crew. 

In addition to mooring and minor 
repair facilities for the carrier, it- 
self, a modern airfield is being 
built. Existing runw are being 
rebuilt and new ones are ‘under 
construction, inetuding an 8,000 foot 
landing strip for jet planes. At the |

Building the basin has been-a 
construction and enginecring task 
of major proportions. To accommo- 
Mate vessels of such great’ draft, it 
was necessary to increase the depth 
to 42 feet, far below the ginal 
level. Because of the highly fiuid 
nature .of the sandy banks sur- 
rounding the basin, permanent 
deepening could not have been ac- 
complished without first building 
sturdy bulkheads around the eutire 
inland perimeter. 

Large enough to permit a carrier 
to turn around and head back to 
sea, the basin is 3000 feet long and 
2000 feet wide. Building a sand-

sands of strips of sheet piling, each 
more than a quarter of an i 
thick and about a foot and a hal?

{Tons Of Fish Taken 
Under. New Seine Law 


TALLAHASSEE Controlled 
seining operations on Lake George, 
Crescent, and Okeechobee netted a 
total of 468,278. pounds of fish, in- 
cluding 178,906 pounds of rough- 
fish and salt water fish, during the 
first three weeks of the program, 
it was reported today by John F. 
Dequine, chief fisheries biologist of 
the Game and Fresh Watér Fish 
Commission. 

Dequine said that the total in- 
cluded 114,193 pounds of black 
bass and pickerel and 23,434 
pounds of non-predatory turtles 
which were returned ‘to the lakes. 
This total also included a number 
of salt water fish in which game 
species, such as tarpon, snook and 
ladyfish, were placed back in the 
waters.

Courts Particular 
Says State Justice 


TAMPA—Speaking before the 
Bar Association here, Justice John 
E. Matthews said that the delay 
in handing down decisions by the 
Supreme Court is due to its ef- 
forts to minimize mistakes and 
produce impartial rulings. 

Comparing the viewpoint of law- 
yer and judge, Matthews pointed 
out that both seek justice, but the 
practicing attorney “becomes sold 
on his vlient’s case and feels just- 
ice should be done, but cannot be 
done unless his client- wins.” 

To the judge, whose aim is to 


.}be impartial, the spirit of the con- 


test and battle is absent. 

In concluding his talk, Justice 
Matthews lashed out with a denun- 
ciation of the growing bureaucracy 
of government-which is destroying 
the liberties of the people. He also 
expressed alarm aa the increasing 
disrespect for public officials. 

“There seems to be a calculated 
move to undermine the confidence 
of the people in their government 
and even in the judiciary,” he said.

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and'‘unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk: of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
